In reference to the 
old picture of Harpers 
Lookout...

On the morning we were 
to leave, two bales of hay 
and a sack of barley were 
loaded on the wagon. My 
mother would get out what 
bedding we needed, and box

Those 
horses must have sensed 
that tree moving the even- 
ing before. 

This place called Camp 
Lookout is owned now by 
Ed Base, who I believe 
bought it from Charlie 
Elster, and has raised an 
apple orchard of a few 
acres which produces 
wonderful apples, mostly 
Golden Delicious. 

To my knowledge this 
orchard has never been 
sprayed with any bugkiller, 
and it just don’t have 
worms, the elevation be- 
ing some 5,000 feet.
